Seat for China 
Debated in

UNITED 
NATIONS, N.Y. 


(AP) - 
Foreign Minister Wei 


Tao-ming of Nationalist China 
told the General Assembly to- 
day that to seat Communist 
China in the United Nations 
would encourage Peking in ag- 
gression to the point where war 
would be necessary. 


Wei's remarks were for the 


assembly's annual debate on 
the China issue. 


Cambodian Ambassador Huot 


Sambath launched the debate 
with introduction of a resolution 
to substitute Communist Chi- 
nese for Nationalist Chinese 
delegates in the United Nations 
and all related bodies. 


Diplomats generally expected 


the assembly would vote down 
that proposal, and friends of 
Nationalist China said It would 
do so by a wider margin than 
last year. 


The Chinese minister said the 


Red Chinese claimed the right 
"to subvert the independence of 
neighboring states" and U.N. 
membership would not "change 
their belligerence" but "only 
give them an opportunity to 
carry 
out their long-standing 


threat to 'reform' or rather de^ 
stroy the United Nations." 


Those who want to seat Pe- 


king are "motivated by fear of 
war," he said, but to admit Pe- 
king "purely on the basis of 
fear is to encourage it to move 
from aggression to aggression 
until there remains no tolerable 
alternative to war."

Resting between the long haul 


of football season and the com- 
ing of basketball, this writer 
rode one of Mike Kelly's char- 
tered buses to the Arkansas- 
SMU game at the Cotton Bowl 
in Dallas last Saturday, 


Cheered by the thought that 


SMU was a down team and the 
Razorbacks were just coming 
into their own, many fans de- 
cided that the Porkers were ready 
for their best effort yet. Anddur« 
ing the pre-game warmups, it was 
evident that Arkansas was a con- 
fident team, and head coach Frank 
Broyles even appeared calm as he 
walked the field before the game. 


Actually, the contest itself was 


to prove to be wild, but that's 
been the story of the Southwest 
Conference this year. From the 
game's opening kickoff to the final 
play from scrimmage, it was a 
crowd-pleaser all the way. 


The Hogs looked sharp on de- 


fense in the early going, pushing 
SMU into their end zone for a 
safety. But then for 15 minutes of 
play It seemed as though the final 
score might be 2-0 for Arkansas. 
Then came a wild flurry of scor- 
ing right before the half, and the 
Mustangs went into the dressing 
rooms with an unimaginable 10-8 
lead. 


It was probably at this point 


that the Arkansas coaches de- 
cided that the rushing game was 
in for an unsuccessful day unless 
Ronny South could open up on the 
passing game which had been so 
lacking for the first two periods. 
Both teams returned fired up, but 
things were looking rough when 
the Ponies took the second-half 
kickoff and drove in for another 
score that put the Razorbacks 
down 17-8. 


Suddenly on the next posses- 


sion South began to click with his 
passes, and he was able to depend 
on the running game to balance 
out easier with a confused de- 
fense. 
Arkansas 
drove for a 


touchdown, but SMU took the en- 
suing kick and hit on two passes 
to the Arkansas 47. 


This was the time when Broyles 


had his session with the referee, 
who had apparently thrown his 
flag for an "Ineligible receiver 
downfield" on SMU, then picked 
it up and continued about his way., 
Broyles since has said that it- 
"was merely an error on the 
referee's part, as he mistaken- 
ly had thrown the flag on an Ar- 
kansas man." 


Nevertheless, no matter what 


the call was, the happening visib- 
ly changed the Porkers' attitude, 
and they were a different squad 
from there on in. After pushing 
SMU back twenty yards, the Hogs 
then coasted to their 35-17 win, 
completely dominating play from 
the controversial call. 


In the meantime our group 


learned that good old TCU had 
come back to clip Texas' horns 
24-17. When the score was an- 
nounced, everyone in the Cotton 
Bowl combined for the loudest 
roar of the day.

15 times. He kept four times for 
17 yards, pitched to tailback 
Russell Cody eight times for 41 
yards, and twice pitched to 
wingback David Dickey for 63 
more yards. 


South has had excellent com- 


pletion percentages in the last 
three ball games but most of 
the receivers were wide open. 
Saturday, he had to be on tar- 
get and he was. 


He threw touchdown paeses of 


12 and 18 yards to Dickey, hit 
split end Max Peacock for 16 
yards and threw to tight end 
Mike Sigman for 38 yards and 
another score. 


"SMU had two weeks to get 


ready," Broyles said Sunday. 
"They did not play defense like 
they have the past three or four 
games. They did some tilings on 
defense to stop the things we 
have been successful with so we 
had to chance, too. 


"We let Ronny checkoff at the 


line of scrimmage because they 
were playing up so close," said 
Broyles. "The defensive backs 
were only three or four yards 
off the line of scrimmage some- 
times so we gave Ronny the op- 
tion th throw the bomb."

be a 
formidable adversary; 


Britain must act very fast to 
capitalize on Its currency deval- 
uation* 


British workers are "now on 


their mettle." said Prime Minis* 
ter Harold Wilson, They must 
make more goods to raise ex- 
ports to earn money to pay their 
nation's bills* And they must 
deny themselves the rewards of 
working harder. 


For six straight years Britain 


has been unable to send more 
goods abroad than It Imported, 
meaning It wa living beyond its 
meanss. This diluted the rela- 
tive value of its currency. De- 
valuation acknowledged this. 


This latest predicament of 


Britain deeply Involves the Unit- 
ed States, among many other 
nations. There are bound now to 
be suspicions that this country, 
which also has a balance of pay- 
ments problem, might devalue 
the dollar. 


Such rumors will be termed 


ridiculous by monetary officials, 
but they are far from being ab- 
surd. The economies of the 
world's trading powers are like 
threats In a fabric; the valueof 
their currencies Is in relation to 
each other. 


Sunday's boost in the Federal 


Reserve lending rate was recog- 
nition of this fact; it was proof 
also that what effects the cur- 
rency of one trading power— 
and Britain is the third most im- 
portant-has immediate effects 
elsewhere. 


In raising from 4 to 4.5 per 


cent the price It charges baks 
to borrow, the Federal Reserve 
conceded that Investment mon- 
ey could begin to flow from the 
United States to Britain, attract- 
ed by rate Increases there. 


This, then, is perhaps the 


most immediate effect of the 
British action, and it is a very 
important one, too, for after a 
delay of weeks or months it like- 
ly will exert pressure on all oth- 
er Interest rates. 


Such an occurrence could cre- 


ate a serious situation In the 
U.S. economy. The housing in- 
dustry, for example, is now re- 
covering from a money short- 
age caused by higher Interest 
rates elsewhere. Another short- 
age would be intolerable. 


There is additional heat from 


Brltalnfs war that also may be 
felt here soon. Since Britain's 
crisis results from an adverse 
balance of payments, there is
